First, I would like to explain that ®y decision to return to 

at the conclusion of my agreed temporary tour of duty with the Agency 
was dictated solely by personal considerations and does not reflect any 
change whatsoever in the role or mission of ORE or in the abundant 
support which it continues to receive from the General, Mr. Dulles, and 
the rest of the organisation. Ly decision to depart was taken with the 
utmost reluctance and in the face of my judgment that the prospects for 
satisfying work in ORE are better now than they have ever been and 
much better than in ary other Government agency with which I have ever 
been connected, 

I feel personally chagrined at having let you down by not keeping 
you in closer touch with wh at was going on here. The role and possible 
functions of has, as Larry explains, been the subject of 

almost constant discuss^wnd^egotiation here and the exchange of a 
good, many cables •« should have reported each 

step in this process to you, but we were continually in the state of 
anticipating receipt within a few hours of a cable which might change 
the picture quite radically.

I expect 1 shall ie popping in and out for some time to come, but 
in case 1 should not have another occasion to say this, I want to tell 
you how much I have appreciated having you on my staff during sgr CIA 
connection, Tou were cats of the aaall band at the nucleus of what is 
gradually becoming a pretty big and sprawling organisation, without 
whose loyal efforts in those confused early stages we would not have 
made anything like the pi ogress we have. lour part in that progress 
will not be forgotten, even though you may in your present lone’y and 
distant spot get the impression that it has been.
